Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members, 

I beg  to  present  my  fifth  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1956. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  it  was  again  a 
good  year  for  Public  Health  in  the  Borough. 

There  was  a drop  of  30  in  estimated 
population r but  the  number  of  births  was  increased  from  20  in  1955 
to  28  in  1956  and  the  number  of  deaths  fell  from  34  to  29.  The 
population  estimated  is  still  53  above  the  1951  census  figure. 

During  this  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
(Qtaange  of  designation)  Act,  1956  came  into  force  and  the  designation 
of  Sanitary  Inspector  was  changed  to  Public  Health  Inspector,  a title 
more  applicable  to  the  extended  field  of  Public  Health  practice  today. 

The  report  is  divided  into  two  parts  and 
the  second  part , dealing  with  the  Sanitary  circumstances  in  the 
area,  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  Davies,  your  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him  and  the  Members 
of  the  Council  and  the  Staff  for  their  help  and  interest  during  the 
year.'

DIPHTHERIA  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION.  ; ' 

For  another  year  again  it  is  gratifying  to  he  able  to  report  that 
there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  - or  Whooping  Cough. _ 

Combined  inoculations  against  these  two  diseases  were  given  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  by  the  local  Medical  Practitioners; 

It -is  hoped  that  parents  will  take : the  opportunity  of  protecting 
their  children  in  this  way.  In  future , separate  injections  against 
■Whooping *  * Cough • and  Diphtheria  will  be  given.  All  these  can  be  obtained 
•from  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic ? which  is  held 
•on  alternative  Tuesday  afternoons  at  the  Institute. 

Seventeen  children  under  5 years  of  age  received  the  full  primary 
course,  during  the  year,  but  no  booster  injections  were  given. 

In  addition  a number  of  children  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox 
and  against  poliomyelitis.  Separate  figures  for  the  Borough  are  not 
•available  but  the  number  of  children  vaccinated  in  the  whole  County 
is  given:

One  of  the  male  cases  was  a 
transfer-  from  another  area . 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

The  Mass- Radiography  Unit  was  stationed  in  the  Borough  for  three  days 
in  March,  but  the  attendance  was  disappointing.  672  persons ,313  unale 
and  359  female  were  examined  including  99  children, 42  boys  and  57  girls, 
at  the  Grammar  School  and  135  children, 75  boys  and  60  girls  at  the 
Secondary  Modern  School.  9 cases , including  four  children  were  referre 

• for  further  observation  - that  is  1.34$  of  the  total  examined. 

During  the  year  a scheme  for  giving  B.C.G.  vaccination  to  school 
leavers  was  commenced, this  is  inaddition  to  vaccination  of  case .

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  of  Llandovery  for  1956  was  18$  approx 
received  from  the  three  springs  situated  at  the  junction  of  the  Cynnant 
Dawr  and  Cynnant  Each  rivers  and  82 % from  the  Tonn  Borehole  situated 
f'Torth  of  the  Town  of  Llandovery  in  the  land  of  the  Tonn  Farm. 

The  Cynnant  trunk  main  is  subjected  to  a back  pressure  to  provide 
sufficient  pressure  to  supply  the  Cynghordy  Housing  Estate  ip  the 
Llandilo  Rural  District.lt  serves  a total  of  57  premises,  40  houses, 

8 farms  one  school  and  one  chapel  in  the  Rural  District,  and. 6 dwellings 
and:  one  farm  inside  the  Borough  of  Llandovery. 

The  Cast  iron  main  is  steadily  reducing  its  delivery  to  the  service 
reservoir  supplying  the  town. 

The  Tonn,  Borehole  has  operated- as  a temporary  supply  since  1952. 

A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  for  the 
making  of  this  supply  into  a permanent  supply. 

•■*** 

Treatment  of  Supply. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  by  means  of  a drip  feed  of  a solution  of 
Chlorus  and  water  into  the  service  reservoir. 

The  acidic  and  corrosive  property  of  the  water  is  treated  by  ijieans  of 
a drip  feed  of  a solution  of  Sodium  Carbonate  and  Sodium  Silicate  into 
the  service  reservoir. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  chlorus  treatment  plant  and  a lime  saturation 
plant  at  the  head  of  the  Tonn  Borehole  which  will  provide  a more 
uniform  and  satisfactory  treatment  of  the  supply. 

The  Supply,. 

The  quantity  is  satisfactory,  but  a hardness  of  2°  to  3°  would  provide 
added  protection  to  the  water  fittings  in  the  Borough. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  when  the  Tonn  Borehole  is  fully  operative 
with  a standVy  pumping  unit  in  a second  borehole,  will  be  enough  for  the 
future  need  of  the  Borough  of  Llandovery. 

Cynnant  Supply. 

The  .delivery  to  the  service  reservoir  in  the  Borough  of  Llandovery  was 
estimated  at  4,745,000  gallons  an  average  of  13,000  gallons  per  daly. 

Tonn  Borehole  Supply. 

The  total  amount  of  water  supplied  from  the  Ton n Borehole  was  21,936,000 
gallons  an  average  of  60,098  gallons  an  increased  daily  yield  of 
14,343  gallons.  J J

The  total  consumption  in  the  Borough  was  26,681,000  gallons.

The  water  is  checked  for  residual  chlorine  every  two  days  at  my  office 
be  mg  usually  .1  to  .05  p.p  .million  being  checked  by  a Lovibond 
Comparator.  The  Bacteriological  sample  taken  was  found  to  he  satisfactory 
One  Cuemiesl  Sample  was  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analvst  bis  ^
